ORDERED OUT OF SHANGHAI. 


Russian Cruiser and Destroyer Must 
Stop Repairing and Leave Port | 
or Be Disarmed. , | 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 20.—The Russian tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Grozovoi has been or- 
dered to stop repairing and either to leave this | 
harbor at once or to disarm. The Russian 
cruiser Askold must leave here Monday at 
noon. These orders were issued by the 
taotai of Shanghai. It is believed in official 
circles that both warships will disarm. 

The taotai notified the Russian consul gen- 
eral here that if his orders for the two ves- 
sels to leave port or disarm were not at 
once obeyed the Chinese government would 
effect the disarmament of the ships, and that 
their crews would be held in custody mptil 
the termination of the war. 

Permission to repair the boilers of the 
Askold was refused. The taotai contends 
that the Askold came into port with two 
engines and two sets of boilers in operation 
and that it must leave port in the same 
condition.

Nearly all the mili- 
tary operations are carried on within her 
borders. She is not a party to the conflict;

“ That condition of “things, ‘in tHe con- | 


templation of International law, ‘is an 
anomaly arid a contradiction. In this cas¢é 
it is a creature of a special understanding 
to which the belligerents have given ad- 
hesion with a view to limit the area of 
hostilities in the interest of foreign inter- 
course and the general tranquility of China, 

“The Japanese government engaged to 
respect the neutrality of China outside of 
the regions actually involved in war, pro- 
vided that Russia made a similar engage- 
ment and carried it out ih good faith. 

Respected China’s Neutrality. 

“The Japanese government considered that 
they were precluded by this engagement 
from occupying of making use for warlike 
purposes of any kind of territory or ports of 
China outside of the zone which has been 
made.the theater of war, because it seemed 
to them that any such occupation would ipso 
facto convert the places thus, occupied and 
used from neutral to belligerent territory. 

“It equally seemed to them that any such 
occupation and use of neutral Chinese ter- 
ritory or ports by the Russian forces would 
give effect to the proviso in the Japanese en- 
gagemeént and justify her in considering ter- 
ritory: or ports so er and used as bel- 
ligerent. 

‘In other words, the Japanese government 
held that China’s neutrality is imperfect and 
applicable only to those places which are 
occupied by the armed forces-of either bel- 
ligerent, and Russia cannot escape the con- 
sequences of an unsuccessful war by mov- 
ing its army or navy into those portions of 
China which by arrangement had a made 
conditionally neutral. 


Russia Violates Pledge. 

“A Russian warship from Port Arthur 
sought in the harbor of Chefoo asylum from 
attack, which its home port had ceased to 
afford it. 

“In taking that ‘ate it ‘was guilty of a 
breach of the neutrality of China as estab- 
lished by the agreement of the belligerents, 
and Japan was fully justified in regarding 
the harbor of Chefoo as belligerent so far 
as the incident in question is concerned. 
With the termination of the incident the 
neutrality of the port was revived. 

; The action taken by Japan at Chefoo 
was a direct natural consequence of Russia’s 
disregard of her engagement, but it is not 
alone in this matter, nor alone in the Chefoo 
matter, that Russia has flagrantly violated 
China’s neutrality and ignored her own en- 
gagements. 

‘Russia an Old Offender. 

“Shortly after the investment and isola- 
tion of Port Arthur a system of wireless 
telegraphy was installed between the be-

Death Brings to Light Story.

They claimed to be 
nieces of the dead woman, but Alexander 
claims they are not her blood relatives. 

Yes," said Lewis» Alexander, an intelli-

marks my grave in one of Washington's 


cemeteries. Beneath the mound”is’ a’ tiny 
coffin ih which my baby remains were sup-

Bogus Corpse Interred. . 
“The father, without making an investiga-— 
tion, gave the woman money for the supposed | 
burial of his offspring, and told her to have 
a suitable tombstone placed over the little 
grave. A coffin was purchased, into which 
was placed a dummy corpse. Those who 
claim to know say a remarkably lifelike doll 
baby of large size figured as the tiny corpse 
This was placed in a carriage, and, accom- 
panied by Mary Almarolia, was taken to a 
local cemetery and interred, whether with or 
without religioue rites is not known. 

A return of the bogus death and burial was 
made to the health office in some manner not 
yet revealed, and Lewis Alexander is dead so 
far as the health records are concerned.

Like Own Cooking Best. 

In general we have learned some things 
about which wevran give the ordinary woman 
cook cards and spades. For instance, there 
is the so-called Hamburger steak. We have 
this perhaps twice a week. Only we don’t 
always have it ‘a ja Hamburger.” Neither 
do we dry it all out after the usual ‘fashion. 
We learned for ourselves the trick of making 
it in a little mold and broiling it just like 
any other steak, so that it is always rare in 
the middle. Served hot this way with butter, 
Depper. and. aalt, it is as-delicious as any 
steak you ever saw. — | 

The only point is to go to a first clase place 

to get this particular kind of meat, go that it 
is sure to be of a good flavor and trimmed 
of all the fat. It will pay to give the extra 
3 or 4 cents a pound, while the cheaper 
butcher can be patronized on the more ex- 
pengive cuts. Then we vary the dish with a 
few hot strips of bacon served on it, or the 
usual onions once in a while, or for an extra 
occasion some mushrooms. | 

This you may say is extravagant. On the 
contrary, while they are expensive with a 
sirloin steak—which is good enough without 
mushroome—while put with this kind of 
meat they make of it a dish that we consider 
good enough fora Sunday dinner. Again, we 
bake the same kind of meat, which has more 

strength giving qualities than any meat of 
the same price, with a lot of fresh tomatoes 
cut up all over it. This kes it Juicy and 
moist, and it only takes a short time to make 
it rare in the middle, which it should be, in- 
stead of being dried all up with bread crumbs 
and eggs in the usual way. 


Have Variety in Plenty. 

Another frequent thing on our dinner Dill 
of fare is macaroni, cooked with a plentiful 
supply of cheese, which we use instead of a 
meat dish. Two of our regular Saturday 
dinners are pork and bean and a boiled din- 
ner, which are started by Augusta and taken 
charge of by our. wholesale man, who has 
Saturday afternoons off. He, by the way, 
takes the job of shaking rugs and doing the 
heavy work, which we don’t want to pay a 
janitor to do. 

We buy plentiful milk of good quality and 
use milk and-cream mixed in our breakfast 
food. We have eggs for breakfast, and in 
winter we have buckwheat cakes, which our 
visiting maid mixes for us the afternoon 


before. She also makes us an occasional 


cornmeal mush, which we fry in the morn- 
ing. With either of these we have ham, 
bacon, or sausage. Wehave fruit onceaday, 
most often for dessert, and with this usually 
or cream. We use good coffee, having 
it “ black ”* and in small quantity at night. 
As we have what we like, whenever we 
happen to want it, and a plentiful supply of 
everything, you see that we live a great deal 
better than in the average boarding house.

Stiffs are the men who work their pas- 


‘gage “ across the pond ” aboard the big boats 


that carry live stock between this country 


and the ports of Liverpool, Southampton, — 


Hull, and Antwerp. They receive their board 
as well as their passage going andreturning. 
The law requires that two-thirds of the 
men who go on these boats te care for the 
cattle: must be experienced men, and these 
are hired at from $20 to $30 a trip. This 
class of men follow the work as a living and . 
make a trip once every five weeks. 7 

. The “stiff’"’ is the man who only wants 
to get to the other side with az little outlay 
of funds as possible, and in his class are to be 
found men of many kinds and grades.. The 
gtranded immigrant is not the only one who 
takes advantage of this Way of getting back 
to the old world. There are men of position 
and means who are temporarily “ broke” 
who are to be found among the “ stiffs.” 


“Stiff'e’’ Work Not. Difficult.

Sometimes runaway youths ship as 


“ gtiffs.” One foreman tells of a man whe 
‘had becn a keeper in a lunatic asylum who 


was shipped under him as a “ stiff.” Two 
days out he became a violent maniac, and, 
seizing a cattle ax, endeavored to chop down 
every one. around him. He had to’ be dis- 
armed and locked up. The foremen prefer 
“stiffs "’ of any other nationality to those 
of British nativity. These, they say, are 
sea lawyers,” and are always complaining. 


Work Obtained Through Agents. 

The shippers obtain their inexperienced 
help, or “ stiffs,” through agencies. They 
pay the “ stiff catchers,” as these agentsare 
styled, a commission for every one furnished. 
It is quite often the case that the “‘ catchers ” 
also s¢cure a commission from the “ stiff” 
himself. When the steerage rates are as low 
as at present it is difficult to obtainanything 
from the “stiff.” At the usual steerage 
rates, he will sometimes secure as much as 
$8 or $10. Out of eight furnished by one

—o HE trade of the carpenter and builder 
one of the oldest and has among its 
| ie * ranks a far: greater number of mem- 

bers than any other kind of skilled 
. labor. There is no place in the civilized 
world where the carpenter is not an absolute 
| necessity, and where the trade is not followed 
by some one as a means of livelihood. It 
is estimated that in the United States there 
are approximately 600,000, and in Chicago 
alone 18,000 men who earn a living by fol- 
_— lowing the carpenter’s trade. This is con- 
| siderably in excess of the number employed 
in any other trade. 

Because of the great and constant demand 
for good carpenters there is always a large 
number of young men who are intent upon 
Jearning the trade, and to regulate this large 
number of apprentices the carpenters have 
formulated an apprentice system much more 
elaborate and comprehensive im its scope 
than have most ergot 


— Rules Acceptance. 
: The apprentice in carpentery must not be 

| more than 17 years of age when he makes his 
: application. As the work is nearly always 
it ~ haré it is useless for a boy or young man who

_ prentice may secure employment with a con- 
,tractor, and if accepted after the two weeks’ 
trial, will enter into a contract to serve as 
apprentice for four years, the time that is 
required before he may become a journey- 


Contractor Has Complete Control. 
The carpenters, in variance with the cus- 
toms of other trades, have complete control 
of the apprentice and regulate his treatment, 
work, and wages. It is compulsory upon the 
part of the contractor who accepts an ap- 
prentice to keep him at work at the trade 
for the nine busy months of the year. For 
the three other months, January, February, 
and March, when there is little work for the 
carpenter, he is held responsible for the edu- 
cation of his apprestice and must see that 
he attends a public school. Each year the 
‘apprentice must appear with a certificate of 
attendance from a school principal to show 
.that he is complying with this regulation. 
‘The céntractor must- keep him steadily at 
work or at school during the year, and, fail- 
ing to do so, will have to pay him as though 
he was working all the time. 
Bat The wage the apprentice will receive is as 
* follows: For the first year, not less than 
$260; for the second, not less than $300; for 
the third, not less than $3850; and not less 
than $400 for the fourth year. | 
» All this time the apprentice is under the 
direct supervision of.a joint board of car- 
penters and contractors, and if at the expira- 
tion of his four years of service he is not, 
on account of leck of proper instruction or 
for any. other reason, a proficient workman 
he may be required to serve another year, 
this time under another contractor, before 
he is adjudged a competent journeyman. If 
it is found that his‘ack of proficiency is the 
fault of the contractor to whom he was first 
apprenticed he will not suffer in the matter

The trade of the carpenter involves a great 
Geal of hard work, more perhaps than in most 
trades, but it has the fact that it is a trade 
where the workman is not confined much 
to recommend it to the young man who is 
going to earn his living by following some 
trade and is not afraid of work. For the 
most part his work is out of doors. There is 
no dark, grimy shop to swallow a man up for 
the whole day, nor damp, unhealthy places 
to ~work in, as is the lot of some. at the 
trade is a healthy one for the man who can 
stand the hard work, the robust appeneyaye 
of the men who follow it will testify. 

There is little chance for the journeyman. 
to make more at this trade than the regular 
scale of wages. He may become expert in 
certain work in the finer grades of carpentry, 
or he may work up to the position of fore- 
man, but if he stays at ordinary carpentry 
his wages will apes always be #4 a 
day.

Ranks Not 

However, there is no complaint that the 
trade is becoming overcrowded or that too 
many apprentices are being received into its 
ranks. The increase in building operations 
and the consequent necessity for a large num- 
ber of skilled carpenters make it necessary 
that a number of young men be constantly 
taught the trade. This does not mean that 


- there is any crying need for apprentices, 


but that their necessity is recognized and 
there is no antagonism against them on the 
part of the organized carpenters. The four 
years that the apprentice is required to 
serve are expected to make him a better 
workman and a more desirable acquisition 
to the ranks of the carpenters than the man 
who may have learned the trade in a desul- 
tory manner and who becomes a carpenter 
only because he needs to work, and adopts 
Sage trade because it is one with which he 
is slightly familiar. 

As a trade the carpenter’s be ts 
be a fairly good one; the wages are good and 
the work for the most part not unpleasant. 
In the course of time the carpenter, if he 
is possessed of real ability in his line of work, 
may rise to the position of building super- 
intendent or something similar, where his 
pay will be equal to that’ of most protes- 
sional men. 

This will depend upon the man, but it is a 
fact that most of the men holding responsi- 
ble positions in the world of building began 
penters.

The small grocer of the old type was one of 
the unwilling converts to the delivery sys- 
tem, ae it began to develop a quarter of a 
century ago. In the small city it was cus- 
tomary for a family to buy its flour and mea 
from the local mill, which delivered these. 
products. Apples and potatoes were bought 
in bulk from the farmers. Virtually évery- 


thing froma the. grocer’s was carried home | 


on the arm or wheeled in a cart or barrow. 
In the evolution of the grocer’s delivery 
only the larger and heavier commodities 
were sent home to the customer in the begin- 
ning. Today e dozen eggs are sent home by 
. the grocer, not only as a matter of ‘necessity 
on his part, but as a distinct desire on his

How His Work

ITHIN the last ten years there has 

been a steady evolution in the the- 

@trical “ super.”” In the good old 

days of the drama a super was 

+ usually an awkward outsider, who 

was hastily called upon to fill In some emerg- 
ency, for which he was paid a smal! sum. 
Indeed, in some instances supers worked 


for nothing, or at most for a few compli- » 


mentary admissions to the show in which 
they happened to be engaged. Now all this 
has been changed. Unconsciously, perhaps, 
there has been a slow but steady improve- 
ment in the character of the men—and women 
—who are called upon to play the additional 
parts which do not appear in the cast of 


- characters as printed fh the show bills. 


My grandfather before me was a “ super,” 


-go I may be said in a sense to have been 


born to the theatrical purple. He has fre- 
quently told me a story concerning Edwin 
Forrest, the famous tragedian, which ap- 


plies to present conditions just ‘as clearly as - 


% applied to those that existed in the time 
of the great Philadelphia actor. 


Knew His Limitations... 

Forrest was conducting a rehearsal, which 
to him was a seridus and important perform- 
ance, Everything went well until it came 
time for one of the ‘‘supers’”’ to speak a 
single line which fell to him in the character 
of a servant. I do not recall the exact words, 
but they were equivalent to ** My lord, the 
carriage awaits thee.’” The man delivered 
his lines in such an insipid manner that For- 
rest was filled with rage. Stamping his foot 
and clenching his hands, the tragedian said: 
‘‘That will never, never do. Try it again.” 
The man tried it a second time, and this 
effort was worse than his first. The irrita- 
tion of the celebrated actor grew more in- 
tense, and finally, taking the center of the 
stage, he said to the unfortunate super: 
“Watch me and listen to me and you will 
see how the part should be acted.” Then 
walking up towards the footlights with a 
stately tread, throwing out his chest and 
raising his head, he said in deep, melodious 
tones: “ My lord, the carriage awaits thee.” 

It was perfection, and Forrest looked 
towards his subordinate with an air which 
seemed to say: ‘“* Why don’t you do it in 
that style?” The man lifted his hand in a 
respectful manner and said: 

“Mr. Forrest, if you will permit me, x 
would like to make an observation.” 

“Certainly, sir,” said the tragedian, in 
his most “Go ahead.”

Intelligence Rowuired Néewadeve. 


In these days, however, “ supers’ are ex- 
pected to fill their parts with the same intel- 


jigence and industry ee the star himeelf. 


With the great productions entailing the em- 
ployment of scores and sometimes hundreds 
of additional men, the business of “ suping ” 
has probably become more important than it 
ever was before in the history of the stage. 
In the old days, when @ man was paid for his 
work as a “supe” it wae at the rate of 25 
cents a performanc¢e, which meant anywhere 
from $1.50 to $2 a week. Now itisimpossible 
to employ a self-respecting supe ”’ for less 
than 50 cents e performance, and in some ex- 
ceptional 
receive $1 for each performance. 

There is an assistant stage manager, whose 
g0lé duty it is to coach the “ supes”” in the 
parts they are to assume in the play. Inthe 
case of traveling combinations, this assistant 
stage manager usually journeys 4° week

Find Steady 

In days gone by it was the custom for’a 
show to advertise for “‘ supes "’ as they were 
needed. : That custom is practically obso- 
lete. It was always unsatisfactory because 
while @ great many persons responded to the 
advertisements it is surprising to know how 
comparatively few answered all the require- 
ments of the stage managers. Nowadays 


: every well regulated theater keeps a book 


containing the names and addresses of the 
competent “supers ’”’ who live in the town. 
Hence, it is that many men find almost steady 
employment during the theatrical season, be- 
cause when one theater in a town is not 
staging a spectacular production another is 
likely to be doing it. Instances have been 
known where the supply of “ supes’”’ was 
not equal to the demand. This was invaria- 
bly caused by thé fact that two or three large 
shows were playing in the seme town during 
the same week. 

All of this has had the effect of 
the self-respect of the man who is known as 
a professional “ supe.’’ Men are usually se- 
lected for supernumerary parts by! reason 
of their good physical appearance, while 
women are chosen for their beauty. Of 
course, in this narrative I make no mention 
of the chorus, which goes with the comic 
opera and grand opera productions. Those 
who are engaged for operatic productions are 
selected almost entirely because of their 
voices and receive a compensation far in ex- 
cess of that paid the ** supe.” 


Hie Dignity, 

When “ Ben Hur” was first put into dram- 
atic form and was being staged for the road, 
there was a demand for a number of strong, 
well built men to take the part ofthe galley 
slaves. One professional “ super,” who re- 
sponded in anewer to the polite note of the 


stage manager, was handed his cosfume for | 


the rehearsal. He lookedit over in great dis- 
dain. The tunic was torn in several places; 
the tights were threadbare, while the head- 
gear showed signs ofantiquity. The morehe 
looked at it the more this supe.seemed to be 
Gissatisfied. Finally turning to the stage 
manager, he said:

It also entails 
more labor to maintain a proper head of 
steam, andthe boiler is generally, less fit 
for service, and, at the same time, more ex- 
pensive to operate than if it were kept free 
from seale. It is authoritatively stated that 
one-sixteenth of an inch of scale on the in- 
side of a boiler necessitates the consump- 
tion of 12 per cent more fuel to generate the 
same- quantity of steam; one-fourth inch of 
scale means 88. per cent more fuel; while if 
three-fourths of an inch of scale should be 
allowed to accumulate, it would-entail a less 
of 80 per cent of fuel... This being so, it will 
not be difficult td believe that the existence 
of scale in a boiler may easily lead to 
enormous increases in the coal bill. There 
are frequently cases in which two. locomo-

atomic weight. Del Rio detected vanadium 
in certain lead ores ads early as the first 
year of the last century, and his suspicions 
were confirmed by Sefstrom in 1830. Ber- 
zelius, in the course of his analysis and in- 
vestigations of ore from the iron mines of 
Taberg, Sweden, at this time, concluded that 
the element was akin to chromium, afford- 
ing another instance in the history of chem- 
ical research of the middle of the last cen- 
tury in which the current views as tb the 


natuye of particular elements wera subsc- - 


quently revolutionized. For thirty years 
later Roscoe found that what Berselius 
thought was vanadium was really a com- 
pound of the element containing oxygen and 
nitrogen.

Gnarled effects in grains, 
quarter sawed beauties, and imitations of 
knots were of the grainer’s art, and the more 
closely he imitated nature the better his 
qualifications for his work. 

Two things made for these conditions. Mi!1 
machinery and the tool chests of the cabinet 
maker were ill adapted to the working of 
the hardwoods, and, in addition, steel bad 
not entered so widely as now in the manu- 
facture of machinery and implements, dis- 
placing hard woods in a hundred ways.

seasoned white oak. Rail fences were nec- 
essary everywhere, and for these the easy 
splitting qualities of black walnut and white 
oak, together with their durability and life 
in a fence, made them the first choice of the 
rail splitter.

Filling compounds have 
been made by which the more porous grains 
of the red variety are smoothed, and the 
stain ef the fillers gives to the polish of the 
red oak an effect scarcely to be distinguished 
from the whiter wood. But red oak ts much 
softer than the white.

’ It is doubtful whether Nicholas would have 
appointed his brother George to be czaro- 
witch had he not known that the young 
prince was doomed to an early death by the 
malady which had already obtained so strong 
a hold upon his constitution, and it ise under- 
stood that the dignity was granted to him 
rather with the object of pleasing and hu- 
moring a dying brother than with any idea 
that he would ever succeed to the throne. 
When George was laid to rest in the im- 
perial mausoleum in the Peter and Paul 
Fortress church at the mouth of the Neva 
the czar’s other brother, Michael, became 
heir apparent. But it was expressly stipu- 
lated in the decree by means of which he 
was invested with the prerogatives and pre- 
Peace as such that he shouid only con- 
tinue to enjoy them until the birth of a gon 
to the enmrperor. 


Laws of Succession, 


It may be timely at this juncture to offer a 
few words of explanation with regard to the 
laws of succession to the Muscovite crown, 
about which little is known abroad, since they 
are to be found in no standard work about 
Russia. They are comprised in the decree of 
Emperor Paul, and were published in the 
Imperial Gazette at Moscow on May 12, 1797, 
with the intimation that on the day of his 
coronation his imperial majesty had laid the 
ukase in question on the altar of the church 
where the ceremony took place. | 

According to this decree, Czar Paul nom-— 
inated as his heir hie eldest son, Alexander, - 
vesting the succession in the latter's male 
issue. In the default of Alexander and of 
the latter’s male issue, the crown was to pass 
to Emperor Paul's younger sons, and to their 
male iseve. In the event of all Emperor 
Paul's sons demising without male issue, the 
crown was to go to the eldest datighter of 
Paul's eldest son, and to her issue, male and 
female, but by preference male, even if the 
latter was junior in point of age to the fe- 
male. In default of this, the crown was to go 
to the daughters of Paul's other sons, and to 
their male and female iseue, and only in the 
event of these lines becoming extinct was the. 
throne to pass to Pmperor Paul’s own daugh- 
ters and to their issue. 


How Daughters Stand 

Czar Paul in his decree expressly stipulated 
that in the event of a grand duchess next 
in the line of succession to the throne be- 
ing unmarried, whereas her younger sister 
had sons. the elder and spinster princess 
should not forego her precedence nor 
her prior right to the throne, since there 
was always a possibility that she might mar- 
ry and have children. In one word, a —— 
er sister can in the matter of succession to 
the Russian throne never outrank her elder 
sister, although younger brothers have prior 
rights to those of their elder sisters. 

Tt is necessary to bear this in mind in 
order to understand the positions of the 
czar’s four daughters, and of his brother 
Michael with regard to the succession to. the. 
crown. Michael, who now ceases to be hetr 

apparent, assumes the second place in the.

Proclaim Heir at Once. 

Finally; Emperor Paul declares that with 
the view of avoiding any doubt or dispute 
on the subject of the succession to the throne, 
each sovereign must on his accession issue 
a proclamation designating the successor to 
the crown, and in the event of the death 
of the heir, must at once, without more than 
twenty-four hours’ delay, nominate some 
prince or princess in his stead. Nicholas II. 
complied with this statute when he became 
emperor by proclaiming his brother George 
as his successor, and, within twenty-four 
hours of the latter’s death, designating his 
other brother Michael as heir presumptive. 
On the day of his son's birth last week he 
issued a third proclamation with regard to 
the succession, assigning the latter to the 
infant czarowitch. 

The only modification which has been made 
to this law of Emperor Paul is one by the 
late Alexander III., who added a clause to 
the effect thet no married prince could suc- 
ceed to throne, or even become regent, whose 
wife did not profess the national Muscovite 


likewise of supreme pontiff of the orthodox 
church, being consecrated and invested with 
ecclesiastical attributes on the day of his 
coronation. This being the case, it is held 
to be that the heaé of the Russian 
church uld be married to a woman pro- 
fessing a heretic creed, and who might pos-

At the time when Alexnider TTI. issued this 
ukase his sister-in-law, Grand Duchess Vlad- 
imir, was the only foreign princess married 
to a prince of the reigning house of Russia 
who had refused to join the orthodox church, 
and who hed remained a Lutheran. Since 
that time, however, she has become a con- 
vert to her husband’s faith, and there is con- 
sequently just now no princess of the reign- 
ing house of Romanoff who does not belong 
to the national church.

Most doctors do not puzzle themselves to supply a reason 
why old persons whose vital organs are all perfectly perform- 
ing their functions should die. They say “old age” and 
write a death certificate and forget about it. An old watch, 
in which all of the wheels, cogs, springs, and works are 
intact, may stop running, but it is not thrown away. 
contrary, # is cleaned up, regulated, and set to going again. 
If there is some vital defect, some broken gear, or some 
missing bit of the machinery, the watch:may be past repair 
lor it may be unworthy of restoration, but if ft is all sound, a 


cleaning up will set it forth once more as a reliable time- | 


keeper and a useful and valuable possession. 

There are many observant and studious physicians who 
bélieve that healthy old persons should not be permitted to 
die," for the simple reason that there is no,real reason why 
death should carry off a sound human organism no matter 
what its age may be. With those who have some organic 
disease, or functional malady, the case is different. They 
are diseased, unsound, decayed, and no matter how many 
years they have counted, the advent of.death is forecasted 
and inevitable. What is it that makes aged persons of 
seemingly perfect physical endowment die? Heart, lungs, 
liver, kidneys, bowels, every ‘supposedly essential function 
of the body is strong and operative, yet they die Senpraty 
before the allotted span of three score and ten. 


New Skins Rejuvenate Animals. 


The few scientific men who have earnestly pursued this 
interesting phenomenon of senile death are agreed that most 
animals and reptiles which live to great ages are capable of 
discarding their olf skins or shells and that they become 
rejuvenated after assuming those coverings which are not 
popularly supposed to be vital to the wearer. It is a. fact,

Here is accumulated all of those substances not necessary 
to the subsistence of the creature which consumed ‘them, or 
not assimilated by the active organisms of the body.

After marriage the couple Hves with 
the girl’s parents for a year, at the expiration of which time, 
if they should wish to set up for themselves, they are given

Today the Lapps profess the Christian religion. and their 
marriage customs are much like our own. 
are chaste and reserved. Engaged couples never kiss, their 
gratest boldness consisting in scratching the skin of the arm, 
shoulder, or back through a slit in their skin garments. 


. Formerly it was considered good form for a girl to exhibit a 


sort of repulsion for marriage and on her wedding day to 
refuse to dress for the ceremony.

Matrimony in the Tropics. | 


Often in the tropics we find the two extremes—the woman 
‘slave and the woman tyrant.. Both are equally disgusting. 
As soon as a woman is considered 2 domestic animal and is 
made the object of barter half of her value to her family and 
husband is lost. In other ‘words, her heart and affections are 
missing—that tenderness springing from ove, so powerful to 
console in times of sorrow and soothe in times of anger. On 
the other hand, when the man allows himself to be dominated 
by his wife the position of the sexes is reversed, and by re- 


nouncing the superiority which power, courage, and intelli- . 


gence gives him he lowers the level of the society in which 

he lives. | 
Among certain negro tribes of Sahara.the husband gives 

his wife a gift large enough to support her in case she should 


~ become a widow or be obliged to sue for divorce because of 


ill treatment. The Ovambos, or Ovampos, who designate 
themselves as “‘ Ova herero,” or gay people, have as many 
wives as they are able to buy. The price depends not on the 
beauty of the woman, but upon the wealth of the suitor. The 
price is much less than that of the Kaffirs, ordinarily being a 
cow or two oxem A rich suitor may have to pay two cows 
The Banyais, who inhabit the banks of the Zambesi, do 
not buy their wives. In order to wim his bride the suitor 
‘must work as a servant for her parents, even after they are 
married. If he wishes to go away he must leave his wife and 
children or at least pay a large indemnity. Among the Kara- 
gues, like the majority of the African tribes, wives are ob- 
tained by buying young girls. Among the Apinges of Africa 
young men often go into debt in order to procure a wife. If 
she should want to leave him to become the wife of some other 
man he must sell her for what she cost him. | 
Ethiopians Drive Bargains. 
The Bakalai of equatorial Africa are excellent: hunters, 
and as soon as they have gathered enough elephants’ tusks 
they exchange them for European merchandise, with which 
they buy wives. The price of a wife among the Fans of 
Africa is high and a young man must work a long time in 
order to accumulate the necessary sum. When a man comes 
to sue for a girl’s hand a great deal of discussion ensues. 
Her:father extols with all the eloquence he can command the 
great worth of his daughter in order to get.as large. a price 
for her as possible. On the other hand, the suitor tries to 


‘ get her as cheaply as he possibly can. : | 
When a Fan is Ar oxe to pay for his wife his friends' may 


advance for him oxen, a horse, a pair of silver spurs, 
which he pays back little by little. Usually he discharges 
this debt with vases of copper and bronze or chains of iron 


and glassware. The wedding celebration is an important 


matter and often lasts several days. Great quantities of 
elephant meat is consumed on such occasions, and drinking 
and dancing is indulged in yntil it ends in a drunken orgy. 


At Dahomey the amazons live, who fight like lions: and 


form a special caste of their own. They are unmarried girls 
or widows and are not allowed to marry. These charming 
amazons preserve the scalps of their enemies as trophies of 
war and take a pleasure in adorning their guns with the 
blood of their victims. 

An offer of marriage at Dahomey is made through a 
friend of the suitor, who brings the girl's father two bottles 


of rum. If the bottles are returned empty they are author- 


ized to send two more, accompanied with a smail gift for 
the daughter. If these are accepted the matter is considered 
settled and all that remains to be done is to arrange the 
price. The price is so great, however, that a young man is 
obliged to work hard for two or three years to amass enough 
to buy a wife. | 

The Mandingues are interesting to study, because they 
retain the characteristics of savage negroes modified by Mo- 
hammedanism. They practice polygamy, but the women rule 
the men. [f, on account of their despotism, they are threat- 
ened with divorce, the one thus threatened seeks the aid of 
her companions, who go to the husband in a body and | plead 
her case. “ Why do you treat your wife so shamefully?’ 
“She is defenseless. You, on the other hand, be- 
ing a man, possess everything. Go to her and ask her par- 
don for your offense and give her a present.” The husband 
does as he is told, and if the gift he makes is proportionate to 
the offense she shows clemency and returns with him. 


Where Women Never Refuse. 
ven among the barbarous and cruel natives of Dardes, 
which have been described by Leitner, love is surrounded 
with an aureole of poetry. The Dardes speak of pure love 
and their love songs indicate that they are capable of higher 
sentiments. A proposal of marriage is never refused: unless 

the woman belongs to an inferior caste. 
"In Astor, however, it appears that when a man is refused 
he may sometimes succeed in winning his bride by promising 
to live with her family, practically becoming the adopted son.

Among those who most recently have studied the Kaffirs 
is Nauhaus, a German missionary. If a Kaffir has one or 
several daughters his greatest concern is to marry them off 

to rich men in order to get as many oxen as possible in ex- 
change. For this reason he often marries his 8 or 10 year old 
daughter to some rich man who already has a harem well 
stOcked. If a man does not succeed In getting his daugh- 
ters married while they are young he dispatches a messenger 
to the one whom he desires for a son-in-law. This messenger 


leaves secretly at night and.carries with him gifts to the fu- 


ture son-in-law, generally consisting of jewels. 


The donor is unknown to him, but in some way he mane 
' ages. to learn who he is. Then, if he sees fit to refuse the 


alliance, the gift is returned, while, if. the proposition is 
ceptable, he keeps it. In the second case two or three per~- 


sons; usually women, go to the kraal of the girl who is thus 
offered in marriage to discuss family matters. They secure | 


all the information they can, conclude all arrangements, and 
finally return to the future husband with the good news. Then\ 
the girl, dressed in gala costume and accompanied by a great 
number of men, womén, and children, goes to the dwelling of 
the young man. This cortége, however, resembles that of a 
funeral more than a wedding, the flancée weeping copiously 
when leaving her home, | 


Utility Goes Before Beauty. 


To a person of ordinary means a ‘wife may be worth from 


eight to twenty: oxen, while the rich would have to pay’ from 


fifty to a hugdred. According to other travelers the price 
varies from ten. to fifty cows, and her value is estimated ac- 
cording to’hHer health and capacity for work rather than her 
beauty. Sometimes the Kaffir designates his ohoice. Then 


he. or his father, through the agency of one or two friends, . 


It sometimes happens that two young 
men seek the same girl, in which case she becomes the wife 
of he who is able to pay the largest sum. The greatést glory 
of Kaffir gfris is to bring as large a price as possible. The 
greater the number of beasts she brings the more her pride 
ig flattered. 
Often’ avaricious parents dispose of their daughter to 
repulsive old men. If she refuses she is compelled by torture 
to marry him. Nauhaus tells of a case among the Zulus 
where thegirl’s hands had almost been burned off. One girl 
drowned herself rather than submit to such a union. Another 
took poison immediately after her marriage. 
Nauhaus observed two cases among the Zosas, where the 
young mien refused to accept the wives chosen for them by 
their parents. In these cases the nuptial ceremony was: held 
without the husband. One of the men after.two years of 
obstinacy married the girl he loved in place of the one which 
they wished to impose upon him. | 
- Wood describes the art with which the young Kaffirs 
stydy to please their flancées, even when the parents on both 
sides have given their full consent. The young man bathes, 
paints, and adorns himself and goes to exhibit himself before 
the girl. H@sits down, and when she has had an opportunity 
to view him in this position she tells her brother to bid him 
‘stand up. Then he turns around so that she can see him 
from every side exactly as a purchaser will look over a horse 
which he intends to buy. When he is gone her family is 
anxious to know what effect he produced on the girl. She 
answers: that she should like to see him walk. The following 
day he comes and promenades before her cabin’ in order to 
show that he is not lame, but walks with grace and elegance. 
Ugly men among the Kaffirs often remain single all their 
lives because no woman wants to marry them. he 


asks her in marriage.

All Bachelors Are Homely. 

A missionary cited by Wood, who had lived a long time 
among the Kaffirs, tells how one of them who was a valiant 
warrior and rich could not be called “man” because he had 
never.béen able to secure a wife, being too ugly. 

Kaffirs who are unfortunate enough to be too homely to 
get married procure an amulet from the magicians which is 
supposed to have the power of winning the opposite sex. It 
is'a root, plece of wood, bone, metal, or horn, which is carried 
on their person, Most frequently it is a magic powder which 
secretly is placed in the clothing or put in the food or drink. 

Neither great herds of cattle, nor fame in warfare, nor 
talismans, can change the will of the woman who, tormented 
by the attentions of an umfavored suitor, often takes recourse 
in flight, exposing herself to ail kinds of danger rather than 
surrender her happiness. 

With the Krumens of Africa marriage is a matter of bar- 
ter and sale. When the young man turns over the price 
asked by the girl’s father he simply takes her with him home 
without any further ado,

-- While we are averse to admit that in civilized lands 
anything like buying and selling enters into the marriage 
agreement, nevertheless in many instances the customary 
dowry makes marriage purely and_simply a barter and sale 
affair.
